of M exico, April 1st.—Congress 
opened this evening. The President’s mes­ 
sage alludes to the negotiations with the 
United States relative to the restoration ot 
the boundary marks between the two coun­ 
tries, and says the International Commis­ 
sion will begin its labors as soon as the 
United States Congress votes the funds to 
cover the expenses of the American mem­ 
bers of the Commission. 
The question of the deviation of the Rio 
Grande is also receiving the attention of the 
Mexican Government, and eventually pro­ 
posals will be made with the view of pro­ 
tecting the interests of Mexico. 
The President briefiy refers to the Eagle 
Pass incident, and says an officer, Sergeant 
and two soldiers belonging to the garrison 
of Piedras Negras penetrated American 
territory in pursuit of a deserter, and on 
the American authorities resisting his ap­ 
prehension shots were exchanged, occa­ 
sioning casualties on both sides. Those 
presumed to be guilty have been im pris­ 
oned, and the m ilitary authorities are in­ 
vestigating the matter, with a view to pun­ 
ishing the authors of this scandalous allair, 
which closely resembles that which oc­ 
curred not long ago. 
The President announced the intention 
of Mexico to keep faith with her foreign 
creditors. The modesty of Diaz, in not 
speaking boastfully of the new loan, is fa­ 
vorably commented upon.

A P assen ger E n gin eer A ssau lted . 
Chicago, April 1st.—The reported order­ 
ing of a strike in Chicago on the Lakeshore, 
Panhandle, Alton and Santa Fe roads late 
on Sunday night proves to have been erro­ 
neous. No such action was decided on. 
A meeting of the St. Paul strikers was 
held at night, at which an answer is said to 
have been received from General Manager 
Miller to their propositions, saying that 
they might return to work if they chose 
without handling “Q” 
freight, if they 
would allow “Q” engines to run into the 
yard and do the work of switching. This 
was repudiated by the strikers, and “ no 
Quincy cars ” was made the ultim atum . 
The meeting was very disorderly. 
A DISORDERLY’ MEETING. 
A new feature was developed that bids 
fair to split up the engineers’ and firemen 
into two factions. 
The refusal of the pas­ 
senger men to quit except ou the Evanston 
line, caused the trouble. The switch en­ 
gineers accused the passenger men of bad 
faith, and demanded that they declare their 
intentions. 
A passenger engineer made a 
speech, saying he would refuse to join the 
strike, and that he spoke for a num ber of 
others. 
He was assaulted and received a severe 
beating before his friends could rescue him. 


OUTRAGEOU8 CONDUCT IN OMAHA. 
Omaha (Neb.), April 1st.—A Burlington 
and Missouri loaded freight car was cut 
loose from the side track at Sheely station 
on Twenty-fourth street and turned loose 
on the main track on Friday night by some 
parties who had a key to the switch. 
The grade between the point where the 
car started and the Burlington depot on 
Tenth street is very steep, and the car was 
given a terrible impetus. Railroad men 
who saw the car say it was running forty 
miles an hour when it crossed Tenth street. 
It was finally caught three miles southeast 
of the city. 
A freight train was due to start at the 
hour the car dashed into the city, but by 
accident was delayed several minutes, thus 
avoiding a collision that must have resulted 
in a terrible wreck. 


A TRAIN WRECKED. 
About half an hour later a train of stock- 
cars and a loaded box-car were turned loose 
in the same way and ran toward South 
Omaha at a terrific rate. They struck a 
misplaced switch just before reaching there, 
however, and landed in a ditch twenty-five 
feet below with a crash, wrecking six cars. 


THE SITUATION BADLY M IXED. 
Chicago, April 1st—The prospect of an 
immediate tie up of the Belt line added a 
graver aspect to the railroad situation this 
evening than it has had at any time since 
the commencement of the 
Burlington 
strike. Every railroad entering Chicago 
depends almost wholly upon the Belt line 
as the means by which an interchange of 
freight is to be conducted with any other 
road. Practically every railroad stretching 
from Chicago is interested in the Belt. The 
employes of the latter line have all along 
been among the stanchest allies of the 
Brotherhood, while the management of the 
Belt Company has apparently sought, as 
far as possible, to maintain a position of so- 
called neutrality. 
A new phase was put on affairs when, 
some time yesterday, President Porter, of 
the Eastern Illinois road, which holds a 
controlling interest in the Belt line, sent a 
friendly-worded letter to the management 
of the Belt line, saying that it transferred 
cars for every railroad and 
individual 
¡n< -rhe same manner, and that anv and 
all employes w ho do not choose to do’theii 
duty will be dismissed. 
To-day a meeting of the Belt-line em ­ 
ployes was held, at which the subject was 
earnestly debated. It was currently re­ 
ported this evening that the Belt men de­ 
cided to stand by their guns and see 
whether the company would discharge 
them. 
The Burlington road to-day did not at­ 
tempt to do any switching in their freight- 
yards. 
The St. Paul people, however, 
made most strenuous efforts to keep things 
moving, and as a result it is probable the 
strike on the St. Paul will culm inate to­ 
morrow in a renewal of the Pan-Handle 
men. A train was got in readiness, so that 
to-morrow the attempt, can be made to 
transfer St. Paul freight to that road, and 
as the Pan-handle switchmen are pledged 
to support St. Paul men trouble is expected. 
The St. Paul road got out four freight 
trains, and the suburban passenger service 
was in much better shape than on Satur­ 
day. 
At a meeting of the St. Paul strikers a 
majority of the engineers and firemen are 
said to have favored a return to work on 
the terms offered by General Manager Mil­ 
ler, while the switchmen and brakemen in­ 
sisted on staying out. No conclusion was 
reached. 


ACTION OF KANSAS CITY TRAINMEN. 
K ansas City, April 1st.—The switch en­ 
gineers and firemen of all the roads enter­ 
ing the city, except the Burlington, held a 
meeting late last night, at which they re­ 
solved that after 12 o'clock noon on Mon­ 
day they would refuse to handle any Bur­ 
lington cars of freight, except it be live 
stock or perishable freight which had been 
started previous to that hour. 
A committee called on the Superintend­ 
ents to-day and notified them of the order. 
If road engineers are put in the yards to do 
switching, or new men are hired in their 
places, then the switchmen will refuse to 
work. 
The managers of the lines have not yet 
made know what tbev will do, but it is pre­ 
sumed they will attem pt to handle the 
freight. 
MATTERS IN M ILW AUKEE. 
M ilw a u k ee, April 1st.—The switchmen 
of the St. Paul Company in this city have 
formulated a demand to be presented Gen­ 
eral Superintendent Miller, that no “ Q.” 
freight shall be handled by the road under 
any circumstances. In the event that the 
demand is not complied with, they will 
quit work at 1 o’clock to-morrow. 


A STRIKE IN ST. JOSEPH. 
St. J oseph (M o.), April 1st.—All the 
freight brakemen on the Kansas City, St. 
Joseph and Council Bluffs Railroad struck 
to-day. Thev assign as the reason the 
danger of their lives in working with 
“ scab” engineers. This makes 500 strikers 
now in the ctty. 


F R E E W OOL. 


T h e D an ger to th e C ountry o f M aking 
W ool F ree. 
Louisville, April 1st—The Couricr-Jour- 
nal's Washington special says: The report 
of the minority of the Ways and Means 
Committee, drawn up by McKinley, against 
the passage of Mills’ bill, attacks vigor­ 
ously the . free list, and vehemently de­ 
nounces free wool and free tin plate. 
It says regarding free wool, that the first 
effort in the direction of free trade is aimed 
at the unorganized farmers of the country, 
who, far removed from centers of trade, 
and unadvised that their interests were to 
be dealt an unfriendly blow, are to be the 
first victims of the British free-trade policy. 
Theirs is a large interest—few in the coun­ 
try are larger. Oar wool will be of no per­ 
manent benefit to the manufacturer er con­ 
sumer, but a positive loss to both, and a 
great loss to flock masters and those de­ 
pending upon them for employment. 
The decay of sheep husbandry in the 
United States would be a national calamity. 
The report asserts that the great business 
interests of the country, so largely repre­ 
sented by manufacturers, were treated with 
silent contempt, and despite the earnest 
protest of the minority, these interests 
were not as mnch as allowed the right of 
petition guaranteed to every American citi­ 
zen.

FRENCH ARMY. 


B lood y V en d etta B etw een W h ites and 
B la ck s in L eaven w orth . 
K ansas City, April 1st.—A Journal spe­ 
cial from Leavenworth says : This even­ 
ing as Jam es King (white), a cableman in 
the Leavenworth Coal Mine, was walking 
along the street he met Harrison Young, a 
noted colored politician, and Sam Hedspath 
and Ben Easton, also colored. The three 
were standing at the spot where a year ago 
Hedspath had knocked down and brutally 
beaten King. King was accosted by Young 
and 
Hedspath, 
who 
wanted to fight. 
Hedspath drew a knife and sprang toward 
Kine, while Young put his hand in his 
pocket, saying, 


“ l e t ' s k ill him !” 
At this Kmg drew a revolver and fired 
two shots at Young, who dropped dead 
with a bullet through the forehead and 
shot through the heart. King then turned 
on Hedspath and shot him iu the right 
groin, inflicting a fatal wound. He then 
shot Easton in the left thigh. 
There has been a bad feeling between the 
colored and white miners for some time, 
and the report that white miners had killed 
three colored miners created intense 


EXCITEMENT AMONG TH E COLORED PEOPLE. 
Who compose a large portion of the popu­ 
lation in that neighborhood. In a few mo­ 
ments the colored people flocked to the 
scene from every direction, carrying shot­ 
guns, knives, pistols and weapons of every 
description—all clamoring for revenge. 
King at once started to run. The mob 
fired six shots at King, who gamely turned 
and returned the fire. 
In a short time 
King, now pressed by his wrathful pur­ 
suers, turned and hid in the pump-house 
of the W ater W orks. The negroes searched 
the place for an hour, but could not find 
him. 


TH E MAYOR STRIVES TO RESTORE PEACE. 
W hile the excitement was at its hight 
Mayor Neeley appeared on the scene, and 
attempted to order the crowd back. A 
dozen revolvers were pointed at him, and 
Chief of Police Roberts met with no better 
success. 
Mayor Neeley made an unsuc­ 
cessful efforts at communicating with the 
Sheriff or his deputies by telephone, and 
finally mounting a horse started for Fort 
Leavenworth to get a force of soldiers. 


KING SHOT BY’ AN OFFICER. 
In the meantime the entire police force ol 
the city had arrived and aided in the search 
for King. A squad of policemen finally 
found him crouching under an obscure 
stairway. They ordered him to surrender, 
and he responded by leaping out with a 
cocked revolver, ready to shoot. 
Police­ 
man Street then shot him, the ball enter­ 
ing the muscle of the arm just below the 
shoulder, inflicting a painful wound. 
W hile several policemen guarded the 
prisoner, others went outside and informed 
the excited crowd that King was dead, hav­ 
ing been shot by a policeman while resist­ 
ing arrest. A cheer went up from the mob, 
and in a short time nearly all left under 
the impression that King was dead. 
King was kept secreted in the building 
until a company of cavplry arrived from 
Fort Leavenworth, when he was taken to 
the Fort to prevent lynching.

W a sh in g ton, April 1st.—An issue has 
been raised by Minister McLean at Paris, 
acting under the instructions of Secretary 
Bayard, that will, it is hoped, determine 
the right of the French Government to im ­ 
press into its military service naturalized 
American citizens of French origin. The 
facts respecting the arrest of John Fran- 
chier, of Nevada, a naturalized citizen of 
that State, have been published. 
In 1886 he went abroad, and on Decem­ 
ber 24th of that year he was arrested, and 
alter a short imprisonment taken to Cahons 
and enrolled in the Seventh Infantry Regi­ 
ment of the Second 
Battalion, Second 
Corps of the French array. He enlisted the 
services of friends in Nevada in his behalf 
to procure his release, and the m atter was 
brought to theattention of Senator Stewait, 
who has obtained from the Secretary of 
State the correspondence in the case. 
On May 5th. 1887, Minister McLean 
brought to M. Flourens’ attention the facts 
above stated. On June 14th of that year 
M. Flourens replied, saying that the matter 
had been referred to the Minister of War, 
who said that the claitn made in Fran- 
chier’s behalf raised a question of personal 
status, which the civil Courts alone could 
settle. M. Flourens averred that Fran- 
chier’s nam e could only be stricken from 
the military ro'ls of the Republic upon the 
production of e judgment indorsed by a 
French Court of justice, and recognizing in 
him the status of a foreigner. 
■ 
On the 11th of January last. Mr. McLean 
wrote a letter to the French Minister of 
State demanding Franchier's release, and 
to that letter, on the 7th of March, no reply 
had been received. On that day McLean 
wrote Bayard a letter in which tie says : 
“ I agree with you. that the case of Fran- 
cliier is one of those well adapted to test 
the question of the right of American citi­ 
zens of French parentage to visit France 
without being subjected to forced military 
service. The question has been plainly and 
fairly sent to the French Government 
in

THE PARTY EALLYING. 


The San Francisco Bulletin urges Repub­ 
licans in the primary elections soon to fee 
held to select delegates to the County Con­ 
ventions, to come forward and take an 
active part, and not submit the whole mat­ 
ter to the bosses. 
It adds, '“that te select 
any ticket and run it at a party urioiarv is 
not bolting.” Of course it is not, nor con­ 
tention within the party. The very pur­ 
pose of a primary is to determine the will 
of the party members as to who shall rep­ 
resent them in Convention, and it is the 
right of the party man to manifest his 
wishes by voting for whom he pleases. 
But there would be no difficulty experi­ 
enced in securing proper tickets for the 
primary, if members of the party would 
do their duty in controlling the machinery 
■of the party. This control begins with 
the ward meetings and the caucus. 
In­ 
deed, it begins in jxtrsocal concern and 
activity by Repul ilicans daily in the in­ 
terest of the party, each in his own circle 
and neighborhood. If this personal in­ 
terest is taken, the machinery will not fall 
into the hands of those who use party 
influences to forward their private and 
venal ends. 
The activity manifest among the rank 
and file of the San Francisco Republicans, 
and which fact 
forms the 
text 
for 
the Bulletin's remarks, is very gratify­ 
ing. 
It indicates a determination to 
make 
the party felt 
in 
California 
the 
coming 
fall 
more 
potentially 
than ever before. The same spirit is ani­ 
mating Republicans in every county in the 
State. On all sides we notice a breaking 
away from mere machine methods; a ral­ 
lying of the Republican partisans for prin­ 
ciple and not for party patronage and 
men. It was perhaps a good thing for the 
grand old organization, which has inter­ 
woven its history with the life of the 
nation, that it received a dressing-down in 
1884 by the Democracy. For a party a 
very long time in power is apt to manifest 
mechanical activity only; the machinery 
is liable to fall wholly into the hands of 
those who have axes to grind, while the 
mass of the party have little to do but to 
vote as the machine dictates. 
With a re­ 
verse, however, there Is likely todevelop a 
lively sense of the obligations of duty ; 
the camp followers desert; the local bosses 
become less effective in rallying their sup­ 
port, and reliance for success upon the 
members of the organization who are 
attached to it from principle, becomes the 
essential of success, and as a result we 
witness precisely the activity now mani­ 
fested in this State. There is every reason 
to anticipate a closer unity, more harmo­ 
nious activity and more satisfactory results 
in the Republican party in 1888 than for 
years past. It is the duty of every citi­ 
zen who adheres to the party to make his 
influence in it felt now, and there never 
was a time when each unit of the organ­ 
ism had greater influence than now. 


SMALL PEECINCTS AND PRECINCT REG­ 
ISTERS. 


The code provides that precinct regis­ 
ters may he made and used. In several 
counties of the State new Great Registers 
are now being made. 
In all such, espe­ 
cially where there are cities or towns of 
considerable size, the precinct registers 
should also be ordered. The law now re 
quires election precincts to be so bounded 
that not more than 350 electors shall be 
embraced in any one precinct. It will be 
seen at once that with this limitation and 
with precinct registers it will be next to 
impossible for imported voters and repeat­ 
ers to perpetrate frauds ujKin the ballot- 
box. A precinct with but 350 residen* 
electors within its bounds, and with a pre­ 
cinct register, can l)e absolutely protected 
against fraudulent voting by very little 
exertion and watchfulness. >So smhll a 
register can be examined in a moment, 
and one can familiarize himself speedily 
with the residence and voting qualification 
of every name upon it, and ascertain if 
every one registered upon its lines is in 
fact a resident and a voter. Of course, the 
record of residence is essential to make any 
register valuable, and more especially a 
precinct register, and hence the 
law 
requires 
the 
residence 
to 
be 
en­ 
tered, 
as 
well 
as 
the 
ward 
anil precinct. Thus, with 
a properly 
made Great Register, and its transcription 
into precinct registers, it will be almost 
impossible for fradulent votes to be cast 
and the perpetrators escape detection. 
The very fact that there are precinct 
registers will act as a deterrent, for the 
bosses will hardly venture to register false 
names when such small lists as those of 
350 names are used, giving the residence of 
each voter, and when the precincts are 
confined to but a few blocks. They know 
that it is a matter of ease in a precinct of 
such small voting population, to know all 
about every name on the list, whether 
there properly or not; whether the name 
represents a living person; whether the 
thirty days residence, and all other re­ 
quirements have been fulfilled. It is to be 
hoped, as the coming election is the first 
to be held under the new rule requiring 
small precincts, that the law will be 
vigorously enforced in evqrv oounty in the 
State, and that it may be effectively done, 
precinct registers should be made as th e. 
law provides may be done. 
There is no 
legal method provided by which corrup­ 
tion at the polls, and outrages on the 
ballot-box can so well be resisted. 


J u d g e M u r p h y in passing upon a case 
of contempt in the Superior Court at Sant 
Francisco, said: 
The press could be free in the broadest sense 
o f ihe term without blackening character or 
having license to defame. Every branch of the 
Governm ent m ight be fne’y exam ined without 
false accusation» and uu, jst charges of crime 
against thuse who hold p Mtions oi trust. The 
truth was never to be teared, and m ight always 
be spoken ati 1 w ritten, but the utterance of 
w i.lfut and deliberate falsehood was dangerous 
and cowardly, and deserved punishm ent and 
reprobation. 
This is unquestionably correct doctrine. 
The distinction between criticism and vil­ 
ification is as broad as between day and 
night. There is no need whatever, in call­ 
ing public officials to account or in review­ 
ing their acts or the exercise of their judg­ 
ment apd rebuking them for error, to assail 
■reputation, blacken character and impugn 
motives. If the fact of dishonesty is es­ 
tablished, if the motive is clearly venal, 
they should be as fearlessly assailed as 
any other fact, and if the official has sacri­ 
ficed character to crime or chicanery, pub­ 
licity should be made by the press and the 
acts characterized as they deserve. There 
is indeed no difference of opinion among 
self-respecting journalists concerning the 
rule 
demanding 
that the truth be 
stated. 
But the practice of the sensa­ 
tional press of the day is to assume 
every charge to be proof of guilt; to make 
mere suspicion the basis of cruel innuendos, 
and such statements and conjectures that 


ilie v con vict in the reader’s m ind if he re­ 


c eiv es them at all. There is rarely shown i 
any willingness on the part of the sensa- , 
tkmal press to await trial and judgment 
And discovery of the real motive, or even 
so much as the statement of “ the other 
side.” It is the readiness, the anxiety to 
blacken, to intimate guilt because a charge 
is made and to impugn motives, that have 
made certain of the press instruments for 
immeasurable wrong and cruelty. The 
fearless, fair-deali*g journal never fails, in 
any criticism of public men or bodies, to 
keep in view that there are two sides to 
all questions, and to refrain from con­ 
demnation until bevonu question it is 
shown that it is deserved. It never im­ 
pugns the motive except the evidence of 
wrong intent is clearly shown; it does net 
assail character, except the facts are such 
as to show that character has been pat 
upon the hazard of the dishonest act.

after year have liad powerfiul lobbies at Con­ 
gress and at our various State legislative assem­ 
blages to influence legislation in favor of the 
traflic, and have also sent influential representa­ 
tives to the various National. State, County end 
City Conventions of the two g rtat political par­ 
ties of this country, until those parties have 
vied with each other to be first todo the bidding 
of the traflic and have sold them selves entirely 
to it,, as witness the infamous “ Raster resolu- 
íl- n 
°C thc Republican national platform of 
1872, and the so-called “ sum ptuary resolutions” 
o f the Democratic national platforms. 
Jicufilccd, That we are uo com promisingly in 
favor of the total prohibition and supuressioii 
o f the liquor traffic. T hat we d e m a n d that our 
Government prohibit the im portation, m anu­ 
facture and sale of alcoholic beverages, except 
for m edicinal aud scientific purposes. That 
since the liquor traflic has chosen to intrench 
itself in the politics of this country we will 
m eet and fight it upon its own ground aud with 
the weapons of its own choosing, und for that 
purpose and w ith that object we have separated 
ourselves from the political parties it controls 
and have formed a new political party, and we 
call upon all tem perance Democrats and Repub­ 
licans to come out of their old parties, where 
they arc neutralizing each other's effort*, and 
join the Prohibition party, where tbev can 
unitedly fight this common enemy. 
Resolved, T hat the hue and cry raised by the 
politicians o f the old parties ana by the adher­ 
ents ol the liquor traffic, and canght up and re­ 
peated by a tew good but misguided tem per­ 
ance people just after the Presidential election 
oí ISM. that the "tem perance cause has been 
set back twenty years,” was and is untrue; aud 
in support of this we appeal to the history 
of legislation, w hich shows that more tem per­ 
ance laws have been passed and more bills in 
the interests of tem perance have been intro­ 
duced and discussed in our various law-m aking 
bodies since then, than at any previous oeriod 
in the history of the tem perance reform during 
the same length ol tim e, as witness the scientific 
tem perance education laws passed by Congress 
and about tw enty of the States, including Cali­ 
fornia.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 
POLICE couax. 
“ Tough ” Anderson Exam ined and Held 
to Answer. 
The most important cases on the Police 
Court calendar on Saturday were those of 
Tom, alias ‘‘Tough” Anderson, and his 
half-brother, Charles Gannon, charged with 
the robbery of a negro named Harrison 
Wilson on the night of March 23d, at the 
place kept by Mrs. Mary Anderson at M 
and Fourth streets. Wilson had lately 
come from Nebraska, and had considerable 
money in his possession. He went on a 
spree, and among other places he visited 
Mrs. Anderson’s. He was robbed of $80, a 
watch and pistol, the latter being returned 
to him the next day. He had $200 in 
greenbacks concealed in his underclothing, 
which the thieves did not find. 
When the case came on before Judge 
Buckley on Saturday, Gannon was dis­ 
charged for want of sufficient evidence 
against him, and Anderson was held to an­ 
swer to the charge of robbery, his bail be­ 
ing fixed at $4,000. 
Ah Foon had an examination on a charge 
of assault to murder, which resulted in his 
being held to answer before the Superior 
Court. Bail in his case was fixed at $2,000. 
He is the Chinaman who nearly killed one 
of his countrymen in Chinatown last No­ 
vember. 
Fred. Johnson, a drunk, was discharged, 
and L. P. Fisher, another drunk, forfeited 
a deposit of $5. 
Billy Powers was arraigned on a charge 
of criminally assaulting Mrs. Annie Lowxy, 
and his case was continued until April 3d. 
Dan Daley was convicted of petit larceny, 
and sentenced to pay a fine oí $50 or go to 
jail for fifty days.’ He stole a pick and 
shovel belonging to the water works. 
Mary Yule was fined $15 for being drunk 
and disorderly. 
Our Protection from Fire. 
The good work which was commenced 
some months since by J. T. Griffitts, to take 
the Fire Department of the city out of the 
position of being merely an operating s»a. 
tion for carrying on low boss politics, and 
for the delivery of political offices, bought 
and sold in open market, has already 
ripened into potent results. That depart- 
partment of the city’s affairs had 
ceased 
to 
be conducted 
for the 
interests 
of 
property - owners 
and 
the people of the city. The matter of put­ 
ting out fires had become an entirely sec­ 
ondary affair, and the sole qualification for 
positions upon the department force was 
services rendered in running the local 
political machine or those to be thereafter 
rendered. It is fortunate for the city that 
Mr. Griffitts had the courage to rise up 
against this condition of affairs and remain 
firm until the people had an opportunity 
to express themselves through the ballot, 
and emphatically indorse, as they have, 
the reform position taken. It now remains 
for the new Board to carry into effect the 
unmistakable wishes of the community, 
and render the department as effective for 
protecting the homes and property of the 
people as possible, and leaving the work of 
running elections and carrying out boss 
dictation to other sources. Let the new 
force be the best and its work of highest 
order. 
Catherine Pearson's Suit. 
Tavjor & Holl, on behalf of Catherine 
White, have commenced an action in the 
Superior Court against Charles E. Pearson, 
Joseph S. Pearson, Martha Ellen Meigs, 
Penelope Porch, Mary A. Binkerhotf, 
Letitia Cooper and Hattie Ü. Huntington. 
Pluintifl avérs that she is the widow of 
Charles Pearson, who died in September, 
1884, and that tne defendants are children 
of deceased. 
After her husband’s death, 
she alleges, she entered into an agreement 
with the children by which she was to re­ 
ceive $5,000 and relinquish all right and 
interest in her husband's estate, valued at 
$100,000, and consisting of real estate in 
Napa county, shares in the capital stock of 
the Dixon Bank, etc. The money was to 
be paid in installments from the shares of 
the various heirs to the estate. She re­ 
ceived $3,000 of 'lie money, she says, but, 
before the other $2,000 was paid, Charles E. 
Pearson, who had been administrator, went 
before the Court of Napa county and fraud­ 
ulently had the estate settled up. The 
plaintiff now prays that the order of final 
account be set aside and that the heiis be 
required to pay into Court $2,000.

The W eather Report. 
The total rainfall according to the Signal 
Service reports since Friday night at 7 
o’clock was .78 of an inoh, making 3 04 for 
this month, and 10.08 inches for the season, 
as against 11.44 inches to an equal date last 
year. 
p*The normal temperature on Satur­ 
day was 56°, being Io cooler than the 
normal for that day. The highest and 
lowest temperature was 60° and 49°, with 
brisk to fresh southerly winds and light 
rain during the early morning. 
The average Signal Service temperature 
yesterday for Sacramento was 53°, being 5° 
cooler than the normal for that day. The 
highest and lowest temperature was 63° 
and 43°, with light variable winds and 
clear to fair and clear weather. 
Hall's Case Dism issed. 
State Engineer William Ham. Hall ap­ 
peared before Justice Divine on Saturday 
morning, with his attorney, Joseph D. 
Redding, to answer to the charge of misde­ 
meanor in connection with certificates for 
the publication of the maps of tne irriga­ 
tion and drainage surveys. The charge was 
the same as that investigated on the day 
previous by Governor Waterman, who de­ 
cided that Mr. Hall had been guilty of no 
malfeasance in office. District Attorney 
Bruner stated that he had held a consulta­ 
tion with Controller Dunn and Deputy At­ 
torney General Johnson who had agreed 
that the case should^ be dismissed. He 
made that motion and it «as so ordered by 
the Court. 
Com parative RalnfalL 
S. H. Gerrish furnishes the following 
Cimparative statement of rainfall for the 
past twelve years : The rainfall of Friday 
aud Saturday amounted to 1.075 inches, 
making a total for the month of March of 
3.802 inches, and for the season 13.334 
inches. In 1887 for that season to this 
date we had 11.039 inches: in 1886, 23.995;

C ounterfeiters C aptured. 
D eputy U nited States M arshal H opkins 
passed through to San Francisco yesterday 
from M arysville, having in charge Joe 
Johnson, alias Jonas, and H enry H art, 
w ho had been arrested at the latter place 
for passing counterfeit m oney. 
These m en were w anted in this city on 
the sam e charge, and Chief Lee was on 
their track w hen they were arrested at 
M arysville. 
T hey appeared here som e­ 
thing over a week ago, and succeeded in ' 
passing about a hundred bogus dollars in 
different parts of the city. They passed 
four of them upon one druggist in paym ent 
for m orphine. Yesterday, w hile they were 
at the City Prison, Chief "Lee sent for the 
druggist, and he identified the latter of the 
two as the m an w ho passed the bogus 
m oney on him . This m an now gives the 
nam e of H art, w hile at the tim e he pur­ 
chased the m orphine he gave the nam e of 
Johnson. 
They succeeded in passing quite a large 
am ount of the bogus m oney in M arysville, 
and had 387 spurious dollars in their pos­ 
session w hen arrested. 
Horrible Death. 
A tramp, whose name could not be ascer­ 
tained, met a most horrible death about 
half-past 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon on» 
the railroad track in front of the freight 
depot, foot of K street. No. 56, the freight 
train bound south, was pulling out, when 
he attempted to jump upon a brake-beam. 
Missing tiis hold, he fell beneath the cars 
and was literally all cut to pieces. Differ­ 
ent members of his body, pieces of flesh 
and brains were atrewn along the track for 
a hundred yards, presenting a sickening 
sight. 
Special officer Robert Dunlevy 
witnessed the horrible accident and at once 
reported it to the Coroner, who gathered 
up the human fragments and took them to 
the Morgue. The victim was a weak- 
minded tramp, with long hair, who has 
been noticed for some time going about 
Front street picking up cigar stumps and 
other odds and ends. 
In the Toils Again. 
Mrs. Kate Cooper and Manuel Strauss 
have been arrested and lodged in jail at 
Auburn, Placer county, on a charge of kid­ 
naping. It will he remembered that these 
parties were arrested here on the night of 
March 6th in connection with the mysteri- 
01» death of A. G. Damon, who was found 
in a dying condition in the alley between 
L and M, Second and Third streets, and 
who had been robbed of a considerable 
sum of money. The last that was known 
of him before be was found was that he 
was in the boose formerly kept by Molfie 
Jones, with Mrs. Cooper. The police au­ 
thorities here do not know the particulars 
of the present arrest of the parties, but 
presume that they have kidnaped the child 
which Mrs. Cooper had with her when she 
was arrested here, and which was taken 
away by her husband and placed in charge 
of his mother.
